Chancellor Adenauer re- 
appointed a i12-man 
Commission for Political

A 
text used for 14- and 15-year- 
old students, gives seven 
lines to the Nazi persecution 
of the Jews and concludes 
with the classic understate- 
ment that “hundreds of thou- 
sands of the imprisoned Jews
